“WITH SO MANY OF OUR 
HISTORIC CITIES, TOWNS 
AND VILLAGES predating the 
automobile—and the sprawl de- 


velopment it fueled—Massachu- 


setts should be one of the smart 
growth jewels of the country,” 
notes André Leroux, executive 
director of the Massachusetts 
Smart Growth Alliance. “Yet 
we are consuming land at a rate 
seven times that of our popula- 
tion growth.” 


As the guest speaker this 
month in “Exploring Design,” 
the BSA lecture series at the 
Boston Public Library, Leroux 
assays the effectiveness of cur- 
rent private-sector and public- 
policy initiatives as informed by 
smart-growth principles. “Our 
outdated land-use laws make 
it difficult, and in many places, 
impossible, to build walkable 
communities,” says Leroux. 
“We have to improve the rules 
of the development game in 
Massachusetts—and zoning is 
a top priority.”

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Legislative update 


BOTH THE NEW FEDERAL ADMINISTRATION and the inspired leadership at the state level are making this an exciting 
time to be involved with BSA public-policy initiatives. We are encouraged by the interest and support for our 
expertise and our practices, and we urge everyone who cares about good design to join our collective voice as 
we advocate design excellence and sustainable solutions with local and national administrations. The following 
are just a few of our legislative efforts. 


Ensuring accessibility to state 
work for design firms of all sizes 
At the beginning of his term, 
Governor Patrick expressed 

his support of the creative 
economy, including the design 
professions. Led by Secretary 
of Housing and Economic 
Development Greg Bialecki, the 
Patrick administration initiated 
discussions over the summer 
with the BSA regarding how 
the Commonwealth might 
assist the business growth of 
smaller, younger design firms 
through state contracts. Along 
with a variety of design and 
public-art advisors, a team of 
BSA members began work- 

ing with Bialecki and Creative 
Economy Industry Director 
Jason Schupbach to develop 
methodologies that could be 
implemented by state agencies 
to encourage smaller, younger 
design firms to apply for state 
projects. Suggestions included 
the development of a “design 
triage” plan for state-funded 
projects; helping state agen- 
cies create “pools” of architects 
and other designers through a 
qualifications- and portfolio- 
based process; and implement- 
ing economic-based incentives 
for good/sustainable design. The 
end result of these discussions 
is expected to be a presentation 
by the BSA to the Governor’s 
Development Cabinet. 


Ensuring projects 

are ‘shovel-right’ 

Governor Patrick and President 
Obama are both taking a broad 
approach to infrastructure 


investment. They understand 
that by embracing an inclusive 
definition of infrastructure, the 
anticipated investments will be- 
nefit education, public services, 
economic development and 
other sectors. In anticipation of 
the federal economic-stimulus 
plan, Governor Patrick charged 
Bialecki and Undersecretary Jay 
Gonzalez of the Executive Office 
of Administration and Finance 
with organizing the state’s 
response to the federal stimulus 
money. They established 10 task 
forces charged with looking at 

a variety of areas. These areas 
included educational facilities, 
energy, information technology, 
municipal facilities, permitting, 
private development, procure- 
ment, state facilities and courts, 
transportation and workforce 
development. The BSA was suc- 
cessful in having an architect 
appointed to all but one task 
force. The task forces’ work will 
result in recommendations on 
the most effective way to apply 
the federal stimulus money. 


Stepping up to the state's 

2030 Challenge 

In March 2008, Governor 
Patrick set a goal of zero-net- 
energy buildings—commercial 
and residential structures that 
meet most of their energy 

needs by efficiency and on-site 
renewable energy—by 2030. 
This month, the Massachusetts 
Zero Net Energy Buildings Task 
Force (ZNEB) convened by the 
governor's office (which includes 
many BSA members and was 
highlighted in last month’s 


ChapterLetter) is expected to re- 
lease its final report. The report 
is likely to detail a comprehen- 
sive set of recommendations 
and incentives with a series 

of targeted goals for each year 


starting in 2010. Using the antic- 


ipated report findings and other 
initiatives as a starting point, 
BSA president Jim Batchelor 
FAIA convened a group in 
January to begin investigating 
how the BSA can best posi- 

tion itself to help build public 
momentum for the creation of 
zero-net-energy buildings based 
on the ZNEB findings. 


Building relationships 

with new state leaders 

In January, the BSA Legislative 
Affairs Committee hosted its 
biennial Freshman Legislators 
Breakfast. This breakfast gives 
architects an opportunity to 
meet newly elected state repre- 
sentatives and senators, while 
providing those same repre- 
sentatives and senators with an 
introduction to our profession 
and a guide to key BSA re- 
sources. More than two dozen 
architects and allies of the BSA 
participated in this event held 
at the Omni Parker House in 
Boston. In attendance were Rep. 
Jim Arciero (Westford), Rep. 
Bill Bowles (Attleboro), Rep. 
Jonathan Hecht (Watertown), 
Rep. Michael Brady (Brockton), 
Rep. James Dwyer (Woburn), 
Sen. Ken Donnelly (Arlington) 
and Sen. James Eldridge 
(Acton). They were joined by 
staff from Rep. Jim Cantwell 
(Marshfield), Rep. Carolyn 


Dykema (Holliston), Rep. Kate 
Hogan (Stow), Rep. Jason Lewis 
(Winchester) and Rep. Tim 
Madden (Nantucket). 


Advocating at the national level 
Last month, more than 800 AIA 
leaders from every state—in- 
cluding the local contingent led 
by BSA president Jim Batchelor 
FAIA and president-elect Larry 
Chan FAIA—participated in 
the AIA’s 2009 Grassroots 
Leadership and Legislative 
Conference to advocate ar- 
chitects’ legislative agenda on 
Capitol Hill. They met with 
staff members representing the 
entire Massachusetts congres- 
sional delegation about the 
AIA’s Rebuild & Renew plan 
(see aia.org/rebuildandrenew); 
using federal highway dollars 
to promote transportation proj- 
ects that benefit communities 
economically and environmen- 
tally; eliminating the 10 percent 
federal retainage on architects 
and engineers who contract 
with the federal government; 
and passing legislation that will 
provide affordable healthcare 
for American businesses and 
workers.

tainable prototype for Habitat 
for Humanity in Boston and 
managed its construction and 
also performs other pro-bono 
work that extends overseas. 

“He masterfully brings people 
together, both young and expe- 
rienced, to form a team to tackle 
each of our assignments,” wrote 
Richard Bertman FAIA and 
Charles Tseckares FAIA in their 
nomination letter. Pandya also 
has used his talents in music 
and filmmaking to market CBT 
and its clients. 

Park and the firm she 
co-founded—Single Speed 
Design—are widely acclaimed, 
including being awarded 


the first Metropolis Next 
Generation Prize. “Park is 
among those few uncommon 
young architects whose contri- 
butions and skills will shape our 
profession for decades to come,” 
wrote Diane Georgopulos 

FAIA in her nomination letter. 
The firm’s Big Dig House drew 
particular praise from Susan 
Szenasy, editor-in-chief at 
Metropolis. “Their project, recy- 
cling the remnants of Boston's 
Big Dig into beautiful housing, 
so impressed the judges that 

the proposal, happily, came to 


represent the high standards 

we have since then put on our 

awards program,” she wrote. 
Pandya and Park will be 

recognized along with the other 

six award recipients at the AIA 

2009 National Convention 

and Design Exposition in San 

Francisco (see opposite page).
